ruling in a moſt rigid and imperious way, judpirg all, 
being judged of none; and (ince from the Aſl:mbly 
no appeale lyes cither to King or Parliament, you can- 
not belceve how inſolent every Miniſter is growne, 
preſuming to Lord it over us ; ſothatit no: of their 
opinion , though otherwiſe never ſo unblameable in 
life, preſently you ſhall be defamed openly in the Pul- 
pit by name, and debarred frem the comfortable com- 
munion of Chrifts body and blood: - Reade but their 
13ſt D:claration of March the firſt,and you may ſoone 
judge of what ſpiritthoſe men are. For other zffaices
